As part of the release process, 66 Arab detainees held 
by Israel and its allies have been released, and Israel has 
gained information on the fate of two Israeli soldiers 
missing in Lebanon, and recovered the body of a third. 

With the release of the 44-year-old Turner, eight 
Western hostages remain in Lebanon, including four 
Americans and British church envoy Terry Waite. 

The hostage held longest is Terry Anderson, chief 
Middle East correspondent for The “Associated Press. 
He was kidnapped March 16, 1985. 

Turner, a Boise, Idaho, native, was flown from Dam- 
ascus on a U.S. Air Force plane to the Rhein-Main Air 
Base outside Frankfurt. From there he was taken by 
helicopter to the Wiesbaden hospital. 

Turner will undergo a battery of physical and psychi- 
atric tests at the hospital, as well as debriefing by a U.S. 
State Department team. 

Flag-waving U.S. soldiers, hospital patients and 
American children were among about 200 people who 
cheered Turner as he arrived in Wiesbaden aboard a 
Blackhawk helicopter. 

Turner seemed to step cautiously, and at one point 
stumbled, as he walked down a red carpet toward the 
main hospital doors. He waved frequently and shook 
hands with military officials, but he didn’t speak to re- 
porters.

Winter weather is expected to 
scramble into the state behind shiver- 
ing winds Wednesday afternoon, 


bringing near freezing temperatures 


to the valley and snow to the moun- 
tains, according to the National 
Weather Service. 

James Cisco, National Weather 
Service meteorologist, said afternoon 
highs should drop 10 degrees 
Wednesday and another 10 degrees 
Thursday. 

“Tow temperatures could be be- 
tween 30 and 35 degrees by Friday 
morning in Provo,” Cisco said. 

Meteorologists are calling the win- 
ter storm a pattern-changer that will 
end October’s dry pattern, Cisco said. 

Len Randolph, KSL-TV meteorol- 
ogist, said the approaching storm is 
expected to drop four to eight inches 
of snow in the mountains above 6,500 
feet. As much as one-half inch of rain 
is expected in the valleys. 

Strong winds gusting from 15 to 40 
mph are expected ahead of the storm, 
pulling it in from the Northwest, 
Cisco said. “We are cautioning all the 
hunters in the mountains this week to 
be advised that the weather is turning 
wintry,” he said. 

Colder temperatures should last 
through Saturday, Randolph said.

Oakland fire costs $5 billion 


Critics accuse firefighters of neg

OAKLAND, Calif. — The death toll rose to 16 and the 
damage estimate to $5 billion Tuesday in the costliest fire 
in U.S. history, as people debated if firefighters had done 
their jobs. 

“We can’t have a situation where people watch their 
house burn down,” said Alameda County Supervisor War- © 
ren Widener, who believes his house might have been 
saved if firefighters hadn’t run out of water. 

Figures released Tuesday showed Sunday’s wildfire 
killed 16, destroyed more than 1,800 houses and nearly 900 
apartments, damaging 200 more units, said Alameda 
County Sheriff's Sgt: Robert Jarrett. 

In Oakland the cost of the fire was upgraded from $1.5 
billion to $5 billion, said Deborah Campbell, press secre- 
tary for Mayor Elihu Harris. 

Forty-nine people were reported missing, 148 were in- 
jured and 5,000 evacuated, Set. Jarrett said. Authorities 
cautioned that some of the missing may have been away at 
the time or had trouble contacting friends and relatives. 

“Until there’s a dwelling-to-dwelling count nothing is 
sure,” Jarrett said. 

Firefighters were still dousing hot spots and hoped to 
have the 1,700-acre fire under control by noon Wednes-

stood. Some walked across 3 square miles of desolation 
and smoking ruins. 

The wildfire started when a Saturday brush fire re-ig- 
nited, something critics say might not have happened 1 
firefighters had kept watch all night. 

“The first thing you're taught is that you don’t leave 
until a fire is very thoroughly put out,’ ’ said James Royce, 
a former firefighter with the National Park Service a 
Yosemite National Park. 

Oakland Fire Chief Phillip Lamont Ewell said normal 
operating procedure was followed in keeping firefighters 
on the scene of Saturday’s five-alarm blaze in the hills 
above Oakland for most of the night. 

High temperatures, stiff wind and five years of drought 
that had turned vegetation to kindling had created “red 
flag” weather conditions. 

Ewell said there were no flareups overnight and when 
winds stoked the old blaze at about 11 a.m. Sunday there 
was simply no stopping it as it leapt and howled down the 
hills above Oakland and Berkeley, devouring the upscale 
neighborhoods lining the tucks and folds of the slopes. 

“When you look at a situation from afar it’s easy to 
second-guess what should have been done,” said Oak cland 
Fire Lt. Mark Garcia.

The Pennsylvania law, enacted in 
1989, is almost identical to one the 
Supreme Court in 1986 declared an 
unconstitutional interference with 
women’s constitutional right to end 
their pregnancies. 

The current law, like its precedent, 
imposes a 24-hour waiting period for 
women seeking abortions and re- 
quires doctors to inform patients 
about fetal development and alterna- 
tives to abortion. 

The court’s 1986 decision finding 


such regulations unlawful« was 
reached by a 5-4 vote. Three mem- 
bers of that five-justice majority have 
since retired. 

Only Justices Harry A. Blackmun, 
author of the 1986 ruling and of the 
court’s 1973 Roe vs. Wade decision 
legalizing abortion, and John Paul 
Stevens remain from that slender ma- 
jority. 

Justices Lewis F. Powell, William 
J. Brennan and Thurgood Marshall 
are gone. 

Only one of the four 1986 digsenters 
— Chief J ustice Warren E. Burger— 
has retired. _Now-Chief Justice 
William H. Rehnquist and Justices 
Byron R. White and Sandra Day 
O’Connor remain.

Bush, Gorbachev to talk 
about emergency food aid

WASHINGTON President 
Bush received a Soviet request for 
emergency food aid on Tuesday that 
is likely to be high on the agenda when 
he and Seviet President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev meet in Spain next week. 

Agriculture Secretary Ed Madigan 
outlined for the White House the So- 
viet request, compiled in a 300-page 
report. Madigan led a U.S. delegation 
that spent nine days in the Soviet 
Union studying emergency food 
needs. 

Soviet officials have appealed re- 
peatedly for such assistance and 
called it essential to the success of 
political and economic reforms. 

“We need help and assistance from 
the United States as a country in or- 
der to survive the winter and to solve 
all the problems concerning the tran- 
sition,” Soviet Foreign Minister Boris 
Pankin said when he was in New York 
late last month for the opening of the 
U.N. General Assembly. 

But U.S. officials and other experts 
are concerned about whether massive 
shipments of food would ever reach 
the Soviet people. There also are ma- 
jor differences on what sort of aid 
would be most effective. 

Bush and Gorbachev will meet next 
week in Madrid before the opening of 
the Middle East peace conference. All 
indications are that humanitarian as- 
sistance will be a major topic on their 
agenda. 

“It will not do to send food in the 
general direction of the Soviet Union 
because the inefficiency and corrup- 
tion that are involved in the process 
will frustrate fulfillment,” said Sen. 
Richard Lugar of Indiana, the rank- 
ing Republican on the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee. 

“The various republics are’ fre- 
quently hoarding food that is indige- 
nous to those areas,” Lugar said. 

“Beyond that, individual families, 
having gone through difficulties be- 
fore, are trying to make provisions,” 
he said. 

Lugar also said the widespread 
hoarding has made it “extremely diffi- 
cult” to estimate “the amount of food 
that is out there to sustain peopl 
through the winter.” 

“In the short run, I think what we 
have to worry about is to prevent 
starvation and to make sure goods are 
distributed,” said Marshall Goldman,

director of the Russian Research 
Center at Harvard University. 

“The country is in such bad shape 
that we have to be out there to dis- 
tribute it, otherwise it’s all going to go 
awry,” he said. 

Lugar supports agriculture credits 
to enable the Soviets to purchase the 
grain they need, but Sen. Bill Bra- 
dley, D-N.J., calls that approach a 
waste of money. 

Bradley advocates channeling aid 
through international institutions. 

“If you have a moment of crisis, th 
might need some emergency food and 
medicine aid,” he said. “But even that 
is fraught with certain problems. 

“Where do you send it? Who dis- 
tributes it? How do you measure 
whether you've had any impact?” 

The New Jersey senator suggested 
that one approach might be to direct 
aid to children. 

“Every school gets a lunch, every 
school gets a breakfast, something 
like that,” he said. 

While Goldman noted that grain is 
needed for such a basic commodity as 
bread, John Hardt, a specialist on the

Officials charged with facilitating racism 


WASHINGTON — Some government job-training officials are going along 
with employer demands for applicants of a certain race or sex — whites only, 
or males, or “anyone but an Oriental” — in violation of federal law, congres- 
sional investigators charge. 

Officials of the Job Training Partnership Program “told us some of these 
employers were very blunt about their racial and gender preferences,” the 


General Accounting Office said in a report obtained Tuesday by The Associ-; 


ated Press. 

The report quoted a program official as saying, ““That’s how, to get the 
employers to come back and hire from you ... give them what they want.” 

One official described an unwillingness to eliminate employers from the 
2 program “just because they are a little racist,” the GAO said. 

The job-training funds are distributed to states and local areas using a 
formula based on the number of unemployed and economically disadvantaged 
people. The GAO did not identify any individuals, but its investigation took 
place primarily. at the local level where local officials work with private 
industry in providing on-the-job training as well as classroom instruction and 
assistance in searching for jobs. 

The report said discriminatory practices such as those it described would 
violate federal civil rights law. Nonetheless, the Labor Department’s civil 
rights office has done little about it, the GAO said. 


AC/DC suit thrown out on+technigality. 


SALT LAKE CITY — A federal judge has dismissed a lawsuit fa" by the 
parents of a 19-year-old woman who died after being crushed by a surging 
crowd at an AC/DC roek concert in January. 

U.S. District Judge David Winder said Tuesday: the suit was impropérly 
filed in federal court because jurisdictional procedures prohibit filings with 
plaintiffs and defendants from the same state unless a federal law is being 
challenged. 

In the AC/DC suit, one plaintiff and one defendant are from California. 

The wrongful death suit was filed against the band and others by Otto and 
Jean Glausi of Eugene, Ore., whose daughter, Elizabeth, suffocated at the 
Jan. 18 concert in Salt Lake City. 


The suit was the second filed after the death of three fans at the Salt Palace ° 


concert. Plaintiffs contend AC/DC continued playing, but band members said 
they stopped as soon as they realized there was a problem. 
Plaintiffs’ attorney Phillip Allen said he would refile the suit. 


11 accused of killing deer before season 


HEBER CITY — Undercover wildlife officers arrested 11 hunters accused 
of killing deer before the season started, then going back for the bodies during 
the weekend. 

_ Craig Miya, Division of Wildlife Resources assistant chief of enforcement, 

~ said the undercover officers, acting on a tip, “lived under rocks and hid under 
bushes” to catch the hunters taking deer out of season near Currant Creek 
Reservoir in the Uinta National Forest. 

“Our officers verified four kills,” said Miya. “The hunters would go into an 
area, shoot an animal, field dress it and then conceal it.” 

Conservation officers used dogs to locate the hidden deer and marked the 
animals with an invisible dye. 

When the hunters went back to pick up the deer after the legal rifle season 
opened Saturday, they were watched by the undercover officers and arrested 
Sunday afternoon. 


Miya said the hunters, most of whom are residents of Heber City, ranged in |]:

Utah Valley doctors 
Ist in state to offer 
heart procedure —

Patients suffering from the cardio- 
vascular disease atherosclerosis now 
have a new treatment option avail- 
able at Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center. 

Cardiologists at UVRMC are the 
first in Utah to perform atherectomy, 
a procedure in which clogged arteries 
are opened up by cutting out the 
plaque rather than compacting it. 

For several years physicians have 
been performing balloon angioplasty, 
a procedure which opens up the 
blocked coronary arteries by com- 
pacting the plaque. 

The plaque is generally made up of 
fatty tissues, such as cholesterol, and 
a proliferation of smooth muscle tis- 
sue in the surface of the vessels. 
Plaque build-up usually occurs when 
the vessel is traumatized by cigarette 
smoking, high cholesterol levels or 
high blood pressure. 

Atherectomy and angioplasty are 
treatment alternatives for patients 
who do not respond to medication, but 
who do not yet require surgery. 

Chris Walker, director of the cardi- 
ology department at UVRMC, said 
the first atherectomy procedure was 
performed about a month ago.

Honor Cod 


The Honor Code Council is back after a 
24 year absence. Many students don’t 
know it, but the first official honor code at 
BYU was written entirely by students (in 
1948-49), voted on by students, accepted 
by students as a statement of their com- 
mon beliefs and promoted and enforced by 
a student Honor Code council. What most 
people also don’t know is the decline and 
eventual demise -of the original Honor 
Code council was a by-product of its own 
initial success. 


The students responded so well to the 
original honor code that the administra- 
tion saw the honor code as a convenient 


ofits discipline policy. As such, the admin- 
istration began to add more and more ad- 
ministrative policies to the honor code, 
while simultaneously transferring duties 
away from the Honor Code Council to ‘an 
| administrative enforcement body. Fi- 
nally, in 1967, when student protests par- 
alyzed other campuses and peaceful, con- 
servative tranquility still reigned at BYU, 
the administration (I believe in fear) gave 
up all pretense of a student-owned and 
operated honor code. The administration 
scrapped the Honor Code Council and out- 
did Moses by bringing 15 commandments 
down fromthe mountain and calling them 
the Code of Student Conduct. By 1972, the 
language had softened slightly and the 
number of commandments was. down-to 
12, but that. version: of the Honor Code 
continued essentially unchanged, until the 
first part. of this year, when springtime 
returned to BYU.

year the editorial page was littered with 
letters expressing the same distaste for 
the apparent lack of trust in the students.

Aguilera had saved the first two 
games, and Twins relievers had not 
allowed an earned run in 32 2-3 in- 
nings consecutive postseason innings 
dating to the the 1987 World Series. 

“That’s gotta be the biggest hit of 
my career,” Lemke said. 

Certainly, it was the biggest hit of 
the Series for the Braves, who had 
left 13 runners on base in the first two 
games and stranded seven more in 
scoring position in Game 3. 

The Twins wasted their chances, 
too, leaving two runners on base in 
the 10th and watching Kent Hrbek 
strike out with runners on second and 
third and one out in the 12th. After 
Hrbek fanned, Kirby Puckett was in- 
tentionally walked before Jim Clancy 
retired Aguilera, who was batting for 


the first time since 1989 and was the - 


first pitcher to pinch-hit in a Series 
since Don Drysdale for the Los Ange- 
les Dodgers in 1965. 

For a long time, it didn’t look like 
the Braves would need much to win. 
NL playoff MVP Steve Avery retired 
15 of the first 16 batters before tiring 
and the Braves took a 4-1 lead before 
a solo homer by Puckett in the sey- 
enth inning and a two-run shot in the 
eighth by designated hitter-turned- 
pinch hitter Chili Davis off Alejandro 
Pena tied it. 

The game was the longest in the 
World Series since the New York 
Yankees beat the Los Angeles 
Dodgers 4-3 in 12 innings in Game 1 of 
1977. That made this one tied for the 
second-longest in history, trailing 
only a 14-inning game in 1916 in which 
Babe Ruth pitched a complete game 
and beat the Boston Red Sox 2-1. 

Pinch-hitter Brian Harper opened 
the eighth with a grounder that third 
baseman Terry Pendleton bobbled for 
an error, bringing in Pena. 
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game 3 of Series in 12 innings; 
2mke singles in Justice for winning run 


The Twins wasted a chance to go 
ahead later in the eighth when, after 
Chuck Knoblauch singled with one 
out and took third on Hrbek’s single, 
both Puckett and Shane Mack struck 
out chasing high fastballs. 

Justice stopped pressing at the 
plate long enough to stay back, swing 
level and send a 3-1 pitch on a line 
over the right-field fence for a leadoff 
home run and 2-1 lead. Sid Bream 
followed with a drive off the top of 
that same wall for a double, and 
though he was left stranded, the 
Braves were not finished. 

Avery. again mowed down the 
Twins in order in the fifth, at one 
point extending his streak to 18 
strikes in 19 pitches.

WASHINGTON — The House 
passed a $1.1 billion anti-crime 
package on Tuesday that would im- 
pose the death penalty on more than 
50 federal crimes and help states 
hire more police and improve pro- 
grams for youthful offenders, 

Final passage of the bill came ona 


debate on legislation that would also 
provide money to increase security 
at schools in drug-ridden neighbor- 
hoods and test state prison inmates 
for drug use. 

Before it is sent to President 
Bush, it must be reconciled with a 
version passed by the Senate in July 
that bans nine types of semiauto- 
matic assault weapons and provides 
a five-day waiting period for hand- 
gun purchases. 

The House last week rejected a 
ban on semiautomatic weapons but 
passed a similar waiting period for 
handgun purchases in May. 

Bush has indicated he would sign 
gun-control legislation if Congress 
expanded the federal death penalty 
and imposed strict limits on the abil- 
ity of state prisoners, particularly 
capital offenders, to appeal their 
convictions in federal court. 

Before final passage, the House 
voted 223-191 to reject a provision 
that would have allowed capital of- 
fenders to avoid execution if they 
can show a locally disproportionate 
racial pattern in death sentences 
previously imposed. 

The vote was an important vic- 
tory for the Bush administration. It 
had threatened to veto the crime bill 
ifit contained the provision allowing

Anti-crime bill would 
expand death penalty 


defendants in death penalty cases to 
use statistics to show a pattern of 
racial discrimination in the imposi- 
tion of capital punishment in local 
jurisdictions. 

The measure was approved by the 
House last year but has been re- 
jected twice by the Senate. 

The bill would impose the death 
penalty on more than 50 offenses, 
including treason, espionage, ter- 
rorism and political assassinations. 
The House adopted a Republican 
amendment that would allow execu- 
tions if prosecutors proved that 
death resulted from “reckless disre- 
gard for life.” 

The bill also allows execution, 
even if death cannot be proven, of 
kingpins convicted of dealing in mas- 
sive amounts of illegal drugs. The 
Senate bill has similar provisions. 

Seventy-three Derio¢rats joined 
150 Republicans as the House killed 
the measure allowing capital offend- 
ers to show racial disparities in the 
imposition of the death penalty. 

The House instead adopted an al- 
ternative proposal sponsored by 
Rep. Bill McCollum, R-Fla., to re- 
quire jurors to swear that race was 
not a factor in their decision to con- 
demn a convicted killer to death. 

McCollum argued that the Demo- 
cratic provision “would end the 
death penalty in the United States in 
every jurisdiction, and virtually all 
prosecutors across the country un- 
derstand that fact.” 


Rep. John Bryant, D-Texas, 


- noted that of the 144 executions 


since the capital punishment was re- 
instated in the mid-1970s, only one 
white convicted murderer was put 
to death for killing a black victim. 


Ozone hole 


may cause 


rise In skin cancer rates

UNITED NATIONS — Damage 
to the Earth’s ozone layer is acceler- 
ating’, and ozone levels could drop by 3 
percent during the next decade, lead- 
ing to a 10 percent rise in skin cancer, 
a United Nations scientific panel said 
Tuesday. 

“The situation is definitely getting 
much worse than what ‘was ‘ex- 
pected,” said Mostafa K. Tolba, exec- 
utive director of the United Nations 
Environment Program. 

The researchers found that ozone 
depletion was occurring all across the 
northern and southern hemispheres 
in the spring and summer, which they 
said had never been seen before. 

The ozone layer, which lies 10 to 15 
miles above the ground, absorbs some 
of the sun’s cancer-causing ultraviolet 
radiation. 

Depletion of the ozone layer during 
the summer means more ultraviolet 
radiation will reach the Earth’s sur- 
face during the season when people 
are most likely to be basking in the 
sunshine, said Robert Watson of the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration and co-chairman of the 
U.N. panel. 

Summertime ozone depletion also 
could step up the harmful effect of 
ultraviolet radiation on crops, possi- 
bly reducing crop yields, he said. 

“We do believe that human activi- 
ties are the cause of the ozone loss,” 


Watson told reporters at U.N. head- 
quarters. 

Those activities include primarily 
the production and release of chlo- 
rofluorocarbons, or CFCs, which 
trigger the chemical breakdown of 
ozone. 

In the United States, CFCs are 
used primarily as coolants in air con- 
ditioners and refrigerators and as 
propellants in the production of foam 
plastics. 

The U.N. team found that ozone 
depletion occurred at a greater rate 
during the 1980s than it had during 
the 1970s. 

In a surprising discovery, the re- 
searchers determined that depletion 
of the ozone layer is cooling the upper 
atmosphere ever so slightly, perhaps 
modestly slowing global warming’, 
said the U.N. panel’s other co-chair- 
man, Daniel Albritton of the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration. 

“It means carbon dioxide (the prin- 
cipal greenhouse gas) is more impor- 
tant than we thought,” he said. 

The evidence also suggested that 
methyl bromide, a more potent de- 
stroyer of ozone than CFCs, may be 
released by fungicides and pesticides, 
the researchers said. Methyl bromide 
had been known to be about 30 times 
as potent as CFCs in destroying 
ozone, but until now researchers had 
thought it came only from natural 
sources, Albritton said.

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Jenkins denies accusations

In question was an ad in Monday’s 
edition of the “Daily Herald” claiming 
Mayor Jenkins and the City Council 
were “plotting a new pay raise after 
the election,” said Citizen’s Watch, 
who paid for the ad. 

“Tt was a totally slanted, inflamma- 
tory, emotional piece,” said Thomas 
Martin, the city’s chief administration 
officer. 

“It is not a raise, but a ‘pay for
